An interesting fact about Mis­ 
souri’s state government was re­ 
vealed the other day by the non 
partisan Public Expenditure Sur­ 
vey* of Jefferson City, 
The 
fact stood out 
from a 
rec­ 
om m endation 
which the 
Survey 
m ade to the executive and legis 
tat ive departm ents concerning the 
deposit of tax collections rn the 
state treasury. Staff m em bers of 
the Survey turned up the interest­ 
ing fact that 
revenue from the 
saics, income, motor fuel, cigaret­ 
te. 
inheritance, 
corporate 
fran 
ehise, m otor vehicle and drivers’ 
license are deposited first in the 
bank accounts of the D epartm ent 
of Revenue rather than the state 
treasury. 
On the face of it this may not 
seem so um eual since it is the re ­ 
sponsibility of the D epartm ent of 
Revenue to collect either directly 
or indirectly each of these tax 
classifications. 
But, as the Survey points out. 
this money is not subject to regu­ 
lar state audit, and at the present 
tim e there is no statutory require 
ment that funds on deposit in Rev­ 
enue 
D epartm ent 
be 
regularly 
audited. The office of State Auditor 
Haskell 
Helm an 
and 
the 
state 
com ptroller are unable to exercise 
m axim um audit control over these 
tax revenues as long a* they are 
under the control of the D epart­ 
ment of Revenue and the depart­ 
m ent's director. Milton C a u n te r . 
Not only is the taxpayer not pro­ 
tected with regular auditing pro­ 
cedures. but as long as the funds 
are on deposit in D epartm ent of

Why all the fuss about the mon- 
CV? Well, it turns out, with some 
checking, that the D epartm ent of 
Revenue annually collects and de­ 
posits in its own accounts, without 
regular auditing procedures by the 
state auditor, some $250 million— 
or half the state budget. 
Anytim e there is any agency in 
the state which is collecting half 
of the state's budget, and alm ost 
all of its direct taxes, without lie 
mg subjected to constitutional au­

thing wrong w ith the iv stem . An>- 
tim e h s'f of the state’s budget Is 
outride of the state treasury and 
is not contributing toward its in­ 
terest - bearing 
balancer 
there’s 
som ething wrong with the system . 
The situation is so highly unusual 
at tho present tim e that there a rr 
often instances in which the De 
pertinent of Revenue bank balanc­ 
er arc greater than those in the 
state treasury. This is hardly in

When one departm ent, headed by 
a single agency head who Is not
